right  along  and  now 
my   compensation  I 
can't  get  it. " 

The  Social  Security  Administra- 
tion field  office  may  not  be  able 
to  tell  him  why  he  didn't  get  un- 
employment insurance,  since  the 
local  office  doesn't  administer 
this  program.  Maybe  the  'reason  is 
he  hadn't  worked  long  enough  in 
covered  jobs  to  become  insured. 
Maybe  it's  because  he  quit .his.  Job 
voluntarily  or  because  he vwas  un- 
able to  work  or  some  other  reason. 
But  the  'Administration  does  tell 
him  he's  got  the  two  social  in- 
surance programs  all  mixed  up 

Unemployment  insurance  with  old- 
age  and  survivors  insurance.  And 
it  straightens  him. out. 

Unemployment  . insurance  is  a 
State  and  Territory  program.  Each 
State  and  Territroy  has  its  own 
unemployment  law,  and  each  runs 
its  own  program.  To  draw  benefits 
a  worker  must  'be  insured  under  the 
State  or  Territory  law.  That's  the 
first  thing.  'Over  and  above  that, 
he  must,  in  general  have  (1)  reg- 
istered for  work  at  the  U.  S.  Em- 
ployment Service  and  filled  his 
claim  for  benefits;  (2)  he  must 
have  been  working  on  a  covered  job; 
(3)  he  must  be  available  for  work 
and  able  to  work.  Except  on  the

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SOCIAL  SECURITY  (cont'd  from  page  6~) 
pay  for  social  security  is  not  for 
unemployment  insurance.  It  is  aid- 
age  and  survivors  insurance. 

This  insurance  system  is  a 
Federal  program  run  by  the  Federal 
Government.  The  Social  Security 
Administration  keeps  the  records 
and  passed  upon  the  claims.  The 
U.  S.  Treasury  collects  the  Social 
security  taxes  and  pays  out  the 
benefit  checks.  You  cannot  get  un- 
employment insurance  benefits  out 
of  old-age  and  survivors  insurance. 
The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
provide  monthly  benefits  for  you 
and  your  family  when  you  are  65  or 
more  and  retire  and  for  your  fami- 
ly when  you  die. 

•ghe  two  programs  are  entirely 
separate.  You  can  no  more  get  un- 
employment benefits  from  the 
Social  Security  Administration 
than  you  can  buy  fish  in  a  shoe 
store.  If  yoy  lose  your  job,  don't 
go  to  the  Social  Security  Adminis- 
tration field  office--unless  you 
are  65.  Go  straight  to  the  nearest 
U.  S.  Employment  Service  Office 
and  register  for  a  job.  At  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  place 
file  your  claim.  If  you  qualify 
under  the  law  of  your  State  or 
Territory,  after  a  short  waiting 
period! — one  or  two  weeks — you  will 
get  your  unemployment  benefits, 
provided  you  are  still  mnemployed.

Three  Louisiana  Sugar  mills 
shipped  their  raw  sugar  in  bulk 
last  season  and  plans  are  feeing 
made  to  inceease  the  handling  ny 
bulk  process  each  year.

IT  HAPPENS  EVERYDAY 

Haruo  Segawa  was  a  delivery  man 
for  the  local  ice  plant.  He  could 
barely  support  h%s  three  mother- 
less children  aged  10,  73  and  5. 
In  March  of  19*+6,  the  father  died 
leaving  his  three  children  without 
insurance  or  any  other  means  of 
support.  Their  only  possessions 
were  the  cloths  they  wore  and  the 
'poor  shelter  they  called  home. 

Three  days  after  the  funeral, 
the  representative  of  the  Social 
Security  office  visited  the  town. 
.While  he  and  the  postmaster  were 
discussing  the  Social  Security  Act 
the  postmaster  ;  remarked.  "I  sure 
wish  they  had  made  the  act  so  that 
it  would  do  something  for'  Haruo 
Segawa' s  children."  Questioning 
revealed  that  two  aunts  were  stay- 
ing with  the  children  pending  the 
completion  of  arrangements  for 
their  transfer  to  an  orphanage. 
They  regretted  the  necessity  for 
these  arrangements,  but  none  of 
.the  father ',s  or  mother's  relatives 
was  in  a  position  to  assume  the 
financial  burden  of  caring  for  the 
children. 

When  the  field  office  repre- 
sentative learned  that  Haruo  Sega- 
wa has  been  working  for  the. local 
ice  plant,  he  visited  the  ice 
plant  and  talked  with  the  manager. 
It  developed  that  Segawa  had  re- 
ceived $80  .  a  month  in  wages ?  had 
worked  stecidily  for  the  past;  few 
years,  and  that  the  three  children 
therefore,  were  entitled  to  month- 
ly benefits. 

When  the  aunts  were  told  that 
each  child  would  have  a  monthly 
income  of  approximately  &12,  they 
abandoned  their  plan  to  send  the 
children  to  an  orphanage.  With  the 
monthly  insurance  payments,  the 
aunts  were  able  to  take  the  chil- 
dren into  their  own  home.

Caleb  E.  S.  Burns,  Jr.,  Mgr. 
Kahuku  Plantation  Company 
Dear  Mr.  Burns: 

The  Hawaii  Chapter  American  Red 
Cross  again  seeks  your  cooperation 
in  bringing  to  the  public  its 
March  appeal  for  funds  to  fulfill 
its  responsibilities  to  the  people 
of  this  Territory. 

During  the  first  11  months  of 
last  year  $10,000,000  was  spent  by 
the  National  American  Red  Cross  to 
aid  sufferers  is  34-6  disasters  in 
4-6  states  and  Alaska.  In  our  own 
locality  emergency  aid  for  6,350 
persons,  and  rehabilitation  for 
291  families,  at  a  total  cost  of

Old- 
age  and  survivors  insurance  bene- 
fits are  retroactive  for  only 
three  months  prior  to  the  date  of 
filing — and  a  claim  must  be  filed 
before-  they  can  be  paid.  You 
should  have  filed  claim  as  soon  as 
you  reached  age  65.  As  it  is,  you. 
have  lost  a  few  months'  benefits."

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A  HUMAN  INTEREST  STORY  ON 
RED  CROSS  REHABILITATION 
TEXAS  CITY  EXPLOSION 

Among  the  widows  of  the  Texas 
City  Explosion  was  one  who  had  two 
children.  She  received  Social  Se- 
curity and  other  benefits  because 
of  her  husband's  death  in  the  dis- 
aster. This  financial  aid  was  $80 
per  month  short  of  the  amount 
needed  for  the  support  of  the 
damily  and  two  children.  Shortly 
after  the  explosion  a  family  whom 
she  knew  suggested  that  if  she 
would  build  a  three  room  addition 
to  her  house  they  would  rent  it 
for  Zk5   a  month. 

Besides  the  benefits  from  So- 
cial Security  she  had  received 
financial  gifts  from  friends  and 
other  agencies  amounting  to  ap- 
proximately $500.  Her  husband  had 
j\  been  a  union  carpenter  and  the  men 
"  of  the  Carpenters,  Plumbers,  Elec- 
tricians, and  Bricklayers  Union 
agreed  to  do  all  of  the  owrk  for 
nothing.  However,  she  had  not  gone 
for  with  the  construction  work 
when  she  discovered  that  she  need- 
ed several  hundred  dollars  for 
material.  She  came  to  the  Red 
Cross  and  the  decision  on  the  case 
was  to  supply  the  needed  building 
material.  In  going  into  her  family 
history  we  discovered  the  $80 
shortage  in  the  monthly  family 
budget.  The  addition  to  the  house 
would  provide  only  $h$  of  that 
amount.  This  deficit  could  be 
)  taken  care  of  easily  by  setting  up 
a  monthly  benefit  from  Red  Cross 
deferred  payment  funds .  over  a 
period  of  years.  However,  a  better 
way  wad  found.  It  was  discovered 
that  she  had  a  mortgage  of  $2,100 
on  her  home  on  which  she  was  pay- 
ing $39  a  month.  The  Red  Cross 
paid  off  this  mortgage.  With  this 
monthly  debt  wiped  out  and  the 
rental  from  the  addition  to  the 
house  this  woman  is  assured  of  the 
necessary  income  to  support  her- 
self and  two  children.

HOW  TO  QUALIFY 

To  receive  monthly  old-age  in- 
surance payments  when  you  are  65 
you  must  be  "Fully  insured"  and 
you  must  file  an  application. 

To  be  "fully  insured"  you  must 
work  about  one-half  the  time  under 
social  security.  Actually  we  fig- 
ure it  this  way: 

First,  we  figure  the  number  of 
calendar  quarter  from  January  1, 
1937 ?  until  the  quarter  in  which 
you  reach  65«  Wow  divide  this  num- 
ber by  two,  because  you  must  have 
a  quarter  of  coverage  for  each  two 
quarters  elapsing  during  this  time. 
A  "quarter  of  coverage"  is  simply 
a  calendar  quarter  in  which  you 
qre  paid  at  least  $50  wages  under 
social  security, 

'  ■  ",  Where  the  number  of  quarters  of 
coverage  required  would  figure 
less  than  6  or  more  than  *+0  quar- 
ters, the  law  says  you  must  have 
at  least  .6,  or  on  the  other  hand 
that  you  need  not  have  more  than 

If  you  were  born  on  or  before 
July  1,  187 5 9  you  will  need  only 
6  quarters  of  coverage  in  order  to 
receive  a  monthly  old-age  insur- 
ance payment.  If  you  were  born 
after  January  1,  1892,  you  will 
need  H-0  quarters  of  coverage  in 
order  to  be  fully  insured  and  to 
get  a  payment  at  age  6'5\ 

This  rules  tells  how  to  figure 
how  many  quarters  of  coverage  you 
need,  but  quarters  of  coverage  fmay 
be  earned  at  any  time,  even  after 
65.  During  the  war  some  {persons 
past  65  went  to  work  for  the  first 
time  under  social  security  and  be- 
came eligible  for  monthly  retire- 
ment benefits.

For.  ex- 
ample: When  the  enemy  was  driven 
back  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
the  Red  Cross  swiftly  brought  med- 
icines, clothing,  food  and  shelter 
to  tens  of.  thousnads  of  Filipinos 
who  were  left  sick,  hungry  and 
homeless  in  the  wake  of  war. 
.  When  catastophes  happen,  such 
as  .  the  tidal  wave  which  struck 
Hawaii  in  19*+6  or  the  explosion 


which  killed  hundreds  at  Texas 
City,  the  American  Red  Gross  is 
always  first  to  reach  the  scene 
with  food,  clothing  and  medical 
help. 

Just  two  weeks  ago  fire  de- 
stroyed a  building  in  iCakaako, 
Honolulu,  Many  families  lived  in 
the  building 5  Men  women  and  chil- 
dren. Fire.  .  engines  were  first  to 
reach  the  scene.  Red  Cross  workers 
followed  within  a  few  minutes. 
They  brought' : f ood  to  the  burned- 
out  families  %  They  arranged,  for 
clothing  and  living  quarters  for 
families  -which  had  lost,  everything. 
But  that  is  only  one  way  in 
which  the  Red  Cross  holps;  people 
everywhere.

The  navy  too  was  here  with  nec- 
essary men  and  equipment.  The  work 
of  evacuating  the  camp  was  effici- 
ently and  rapidly  performed.  The 
Kahuku  School  was  taken  over  for 
sanctuary  for  those  needing  shel- 
ter and  medical  treatment.  The 
matter  was  well  in  hand  by  the 
time  the  Red  Cross  appeared  and 
took  over. 

The  above  account  is  a  true 
description  of  what  took  place 
here  in  a  make  believe  disaster. 
It  demonstrated  what  can  and 
should  be  done  in  case  of  a  real 
crisis. 

In  subsequent  issues  the  Kahu- 
kuan will  give  full  particulars  as 
to  the  organizations  and  duties  of 
each  organization  in  time  of  real 
disaster  which  may  strike  in  any 
form  and  in  any  locality.

There  are  more  than 
70,000,000  Social  Security  ac- 
counts. To  get  full  credit  for 
your  work  under  Social  Security 
you  must  be  sure  to  report  the 
number  of  your  Social  Secuirty  ac- 
count to  your  employer  so  he  can 
send  in  a  complete  and  correct  re- 
port of  your  earnings  under  Social 
Security. 

Every  State  has  an  unemployment 
insurance  law  which  will  provide 
income  for  you  when  you  are  out  of 
work  through  no  fault  of 
If  you  are  covered  under 
of  the  State  law.

MANAGER'S  REPORT 

The  Annual  Kahuku  Plantation 
Company  Manager's  Report  has  been 
published  and  the  .  following  ex- 
cerpts are  quoted  as  being  of  gen- 
eral interest: 

•' The  Plantation  has  had  an 

unusual  year  with  respect  to  pro- 
fits, for  a  situation  existed  inj 
which  a  high  price  of  sugar  pre- 
vailed and  in  addition  substantial 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  pay- 
ments on  19*+6  sugars  were  received 
Due  to  our  accounting  methods 
whereby  field  costs  are  deferred 
over  the  two  years'  period  ini 
which  the  crop  matures,  the  costs 
of- producing  sugar  shown  on  our 
financial   statements   represent 


planting,  cultivating,  fertilizing 
and  other  crop  costs  incurred  in 
the  two  preceding  years  when  labor 
and  material  costs  were  substan- 
tially below  the  current  wage  rate 
and  material  costs.  The  combina- 
tion of  the  above  factors  made  for 
a  substantial  profit  which  is  not 
reflected  in  our  cash  position  and 
would  not  be  realized  if  we  were 
on  an  annual  basis  of  accounting. 

" The   physical   properties 

of  the  Company  have  been  omproved 
and  in  general  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. All  members  of  our  organi- 
zation from  the  Supervisional  lev- 
el down  to  the  minimum  grade  emp- 
loyee have  worked  diligently  and 
in  a  cooperative  manner.  The  best 
interests  of  the  Company  have  been 
the  paramount  interest  of  all  emp- 
loyees. 

I  am  most  appreciative  of  the 
support  and  progressive  and  const-, 
ructive  thinking  yhat  my  staff  has 
given  to  the  many  problems  that 
have  confronted  us  during  the  year.

When  you  start  getting  your  re- 
tirement insurance  benefits  at  65, 
;or  later ?  monthly  benefits  may  al- 
so Se  paid  others  in  your  family. 

If  you  get  a  Federal  old-age  in- 
surance payment  your  wife  will  re- 
ceive a  payment  equal  to  one-half 
of  yours.  To  qualify  she  must  be 
65  years  old,  she  must  be  living 
with  you  or  dependent  on  you,  and 
you  must  have  been  married  at  lea- 
st 36  months  before  she  files  her 
application.

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PROFIT  AND  LOSS 

The  Kahuku  Plantation  Company 
wishes  to  present  to  members  of 
the  Community  the  following  fig- 
ures in  order  that  they  may  under- 
stand the  profit  and  loss  and  the 
general  financial  position  of  the 
Company,  In  19*+7,  the  Company  end- 
ed the  year  with  a  final  profit  of 
$224-,  189.70,  which  looks  pretty 
good  but  which,  unfortunately  is 
the  result  of  several  factors  whi- 
ch will  not  be  included  in  figures 
for  the  present  year. 

The  profit  resulted  from  the 
sugar  price  of  $126.00  per  ton  in 
194-7,  lower  costs  of  growing  the 
crop  involved  than  exist  at  pres- 
ent and  also  a  Government  support 
payment  of  $225* 761.92  which  was 
paid  during  I9V7  for  the  194-6 
crop. 

For  194-8,  however,  there  will 
be  no  corresponding  payment  from 
the  Government,  .costs  of  produc- 
tion are  considerably  greater  than 
for  the  194-7  crop  and  sugar  is  cur- 
rently quoted  at  a  price  of&103.00 
per  ton.  The  estimate  for  19^8, 
figuring  on  an  average  sugar  price 
of  ^108.00  per  ton  would  result  in 
a  net  loss  for  the  Plantation  of 
$39,04-5.00. 

„  Actually,  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  this  Company  at  the  pres- 
ent time  is  a  good  deal  worse  than 
this  figure  would  indicate  because 
due  to  the  greatly  increased  in- 
vestment in  crops  currently  grow- 
ing, recent  improvements  to  the 
mill  and  the  retirement  of  a  loan, 
the  Company  is  in  debt  to  A  &  B 
in  the  amount  of  almost  $500p00.00 
and  this  will  probably  increase  to 
$677,885.00  by  the  end  of  this 
year. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  above 
figures  that  the  rosy  tales  of  en- 
ormous profits  being  made  by  su- 
gar plantations  arc  certainly  in- 
correct as  far  as  this  Plantation 
is  concerned,  Kahuku  Plantation 
is  not  in  a  good  positi-on  financi- 
ally and  the  concerted  efforts  of 


all  employees  arc  needed  in  order 
to  keep  the  Company  on  its  feet 
and  preserve  employment. 


PINEAPPLE  DEAL 

Kahuku  is  a  marginal  plantation 
being  much  less  favorably  situated 
with  respect  to  other  plantations 
for  profitable  operation.  It  is 
only  because  of  directional  skill 
on  the  part  of  management,  improve- 
ment of  methods  by  mechanization 
and  individual  worker  efficiency 
that  the  Plantation  is  in  opera- 
tion today.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  take  every  possible  step  to  cut 
our  cost  of  operations  and  to  in- 
sure that  we  all  continue  to  havo 
jobs.  ' 

A  plan  has  just  been  announced 
whereby  we  will  furnish  approxi- 
mately 200  men  evury  day  to  Haw- 
aiian Pineapple  Co.  during  tfro 
months  of  August,  September,  and 
October.  This  will  help  reduce 
our  cost  of  operation  without  lad- 
ing employees  off  or  reducing 
wages  now.

Saturday  -  evening, 
a  reception  and  Hawaiian  Luau,  followed 
by  entertainment  and  dance  at  the  Japa- 
nese school.  Sunday  morningj  breakfast 
7  to  8,  rest  of  morning  free,  lunch  at 
Honolulu,  baseball  double-header  at  Hon- 
olulu Stadium,  dinner  at  Wo  Fats,  re- 
turn to  Kahuku.-  Monday  morning,  break- 
fast at- Kahuku,  then  to' Honolulu  for 
shopping,  visiting  friends,  etc.  and  to 
the  airport  for  the  return  to  Kauai. 


RECORD  SUGAR  PRODUCTION 
The  sugar  production  forces  of  Ka- 
huku Plantation  recently  surpassed  all 
previous  estimates  and  expectations  by 
breaking  the  production  record  for  the 
Plantation  on  three  successive  weeks, 
as  follows:  For  week  ending  Juno  12th- 
846  tons  of  sugar;  for  week  ending  June 
19th  -  858  tons;  and  for  the  week  end- 
ing June  26th  -  862  tons.  When  it  is 
recalled  that  production  hae  never  be- 
fore exceeded  800  tons  for  one  week  of 


production  this  is  truly  a  record  to  be 
proud  of  and  it  should  be  a  source  of 
satisfaction  to  the  entire  community. 

It  is  our  ability  to  produce  sugar 
at  the  record  rates  set  during  these 
three  weeks  that  will  make  it  possible 
for  Kahuku  Plantation  company  to  con- 
tinue to  compete  with  other  planta- 
tions and,  incidently,  to  continue  to 
pay  employees  at  present  wage  scales. 

Such  production  is  the  result  of  op- 
erations that  have  been  both  excellently 
planned  and  effecinntly  carried  out  and 
the  Kahukuan,  since  its" existence  is 
dependent  on  this  production,  offers 
both  its  sincere  thanks  and  its  warmest 
congratulations  for  this  record. 


NEW  STORE  A  POSSIBILITY 
Two  possible  courses  of  action  for 
the  restoration  of  store  facilities  for 
thu  community,  left  store-less  when  the 
Plantation  store  burned  last  week,  are 
now  under  consideration  by  the  Planta- 
tion Board  of  Directors.  One  would  be 
to  rebuild  the  old  store  and  resume 
business  at  the  old  st^ind  while  the  ot- 
her and  more  probable  course  xould  be 
to  start  from  scratch  and  build  a  now 
store  building,  tentative  site  being 
the  area  of  the  present  Haole  Camp  ten- 
nis court. 

Meanwhile,  until  either  one  course 
or  the  other  has  been  carried  out,  tem- 
porary store  facilities  have  b^en  set  up 
in  the  former  KAA  club  building,  across 
from  the  Post  Office  for  the  sale  of 
groceries  and  dry  goods  while  meats  arc 
being  handled  in  a  reconditioned  sec- 
tion of  the  least  damaged  area  in  the 
old  store  building.  Congratulations  are 
due  to  s  tore  employees  and  also  to  Ber- 
nard Corpus'  yard  cruw  for  the  speedy 
setting  up  of  these  temporary  facili- 
ties. No  one  who  saw  the  wreckage  on 
the  morning  of  Jun^  30th  would  ever 
hava  thought  the  store  would  be  able 
to  function  again  in  just  one-  week. 
Now,  how  about  the  big  fire  sal*. ,  Don? 
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ATTEMPTED  ROBBERY  AND  FIRE 
Kahuku  experienced  its  most  excit- 
ing night  of  the  year  last  week  when 
the  Community  turned  out  at  4:45  a.m. 
to  assist  in  putting  out  a  fire  in  the 
Kahuku  Plantation  Store  and  thereby 
frightened  away  two  or  more  robbers  who 
had  been  assiduously  trying  to  work 
their  way  into  the  Company  safe  with  a 
welding  torch. 

Store  Fire  '• 
The  fire  which  largely  gutted  the 
interior  of  the  store  building  and  re- 
sulted in  approximately  $60,000.00' da- 


mage was  of  undetermined  origin  and,  as 
yet,  no  connection  between  the  fire  and 
the  attempted  robbery  has  been  establi- 
shed. The  valiant  efforts  of  Kahuku' s 
volunteer  fire  fighters  prevailed  over 
the  flames  by  the  time  the  Fire  Depar- 
tment from  Haleiwa  arrived  on  the  scene 
but  not  before  the  interior  of  the  sto- 
re was  damaged,  possibly  beyond  re- 
pair and  the  larger  part  of  the  mercha- 
ndise in  stock  destroyed.  Fortunately 
there  were  no  serious  casualties,  altho 
Augustin  Caneda,  who  interrupted'  his 
vacation  for  a  fire  fighting  chore,  was 
overcome  by  smoke  and  had  to  be  carried 
out  and  revived. 


The  damage  to  the  store  and  merchan- 
dise was  largely  covered  by  insurance 
so  the  loss  to  the  Plantation  is  not 
too  serious  but  the  inconvenience  t'o 
the  community .which  has  been  forced  to 
do  without  the  store  altogether  for  one 
,Wock  and  which  will  be  forced  to  get 
STOPPED  ;iIo*1£  with  somewhat  makeshift  facili- 
ties, for  some  months  to  come  has  been 
considerable.  The  danger  of  fire  is 
ever  present  and  we  cannot  be  too  care- 
ful in  guarding  against  it. 

Attempted  Robbery 
•  The  attempted  robbery  of  the  safe  in 
the  Main  Plantation  Office  was  apparen- 
tly interrupted  by  the  fire  and  the  am- 
bitious but  not  too  competent  thieves 
got  nothing  but  exercise 'for  their  eve- 
ning's work.  The  Office,  which  was  en- 
tered by  breaking  a  window  in  the  mana- 
ger' s  office,  suffered  no  s crious  dam- 
age although  the  area  around  the  safe 
was  liberally  sprinkled  with  soot  as 
the  would-be  safe  cracker  apparently 
had  trouble  regulating  his  burning  c- 
quipment.  Equipment  used  for  the  at- 
tempt consisted  of  three  ,  (one  empty) 
gas  cylinders  together  with  hose  and 
welding  torch,  all  stolen  from  the  trac- 
tor shop  and  dragged  or  carried  up  to 
the  Office.  Despite  all  the  effort  in- 
volved they  never  even  managed  to  get 
through  the  outer  door  of  the  safe  and 
three  or  four  more  nights  work :  xvould 
have  been  required  before  they  would 
have  achieved  any  results.  Since  the 
Company  does  not  feel  justified  in  gra- 
nting the  above  facilities  for  the  re- 
quired additional  time,  the  evening  was 
a  dead  loss  for  the  thieves. 

The  case  is  in  the  hands  of  the  po- 
lice and  it  is  hoped  that  the  hard  wor- 
king culprits  will  shortly  be  given 
steady  employment  at  Oahu  prison.

REPORT  FROM  EUROPE 

On  the  basis  of  his  recent  six  month 
stay  in  Europe,  Father  Maurice  brings 
one  cheering  report  and  that  is  that, 
in  his  opinion,  there  is  no  immediate 
liklihood  of  war  and  probably  very  lit- 
tle, danger  of  any  such  catastrophe  with- 
in the  next  five  years.  He  bases  this 
belief  on  the  profound  unwillingness  of 
any  of  the  people  of  Europe  to  sup- 
port any  war  program  as  a  result  of 
their  suffering  during  the  r  eccnt  con- 
flict and  the  widespread  privation  that 
still  prevails  over  the  greater  part  of 
the-  continent. 

With  the  sole  exception  of  Belgium, 
where  conditions  in  general  are  similar 
to  those  in  the  United  States,  Father 
Maurice  reports  that  the  situation  of 
the  mass  of  the  population  varies  from 
very  bad  in  countries  such  as  France 
and  Italy  to  absolutely  terrible  in  Ger- 
many. While  conditions  in  western  Eu- 
rope have  been  somewhat  alleviated  by 
America,  the  need  for  additional  aid, 
such  as  that  envisioned  by  the  Marshall 
Plan  is  very  great. 

From  what  Father  Maurice  has  to  re- 
port, we  should  all  give  devout  thanks 
for  being  residents  of  these  Islands 
instead  of  Europe.

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YACHT  CLUB 
SCORES  SENSATIONAL  TRIUMPH 

The  Glorious  Fourth  of  July  was  made 
outstandingly  glorious  tltis  year  for 
members  of  the  Kahuku  Yacht  Club  when 
the  flagship-  and  luxury  liner  of  the 
Club's  fleet,  the- "IPO  KAI",  was  suc- 
cessfully launched,  right  side  up,  amid 
the  thunderous  cheers  of  the  vast  as- 
sembled multitude.  The  vessel  was 
christened  the  "IPO  KaI"  (translation: 
"Sweetheart  of  the  Sea"  or  "Davy  Jones' 
Favorite")  by  Paula  Holroyde,  assisted 
by  Shirley  Christopher sen,  Beverly  Ross 
and  Allan  Holroyde  with  the  customary 
champagne. 

The  vessel  slid  majestically  down 
the  ways  amidst  a  lavish  fireworks  dis- 
play,- under  the  direction  of  Ah  Tong 
Leong,  who  returned  from  the  Mainland 
especially  for  the  purpose  of  acting  as 
witch  doctor  for  the  occasion,  Con- 
founding the  dire  predictions  of  cer- 
tain subversive  elements,  the  ship  took 
to  the  water  and  floated  gracefully  on 
the  calm  canal  while  three  powerful 
tugs  maneuvered  her  to  her  new  berth 
under  the  direction  of  Admiral  Christo- 
phersen.

These 
estimates  are  based  on  the  Compa- 
ny's best   judgment  as  to  current 
and  future  conditions  and  on  the 
past  experience  of  this  Plantation. 
Like  all  estimates,   these  are  sub- 
ject  to  change  if  conditions  chan- 
ge, but  the  present  expectation  is 
that  they  will  be  fairly  accurate. 

The  Company  does  not  expect  it 
will  be  necessary  to  lay  off  any 
men  in  order  to  reach  those  esti- 
mates nor  is  it  expected  that  the 
number  of  employees  during  the  off 
season  will  be  reduced  by  making 
temporary  layoffs.  It  may  of  cou- 
rse be  necessary  from  time  to  have 
reduced  work  weeks. 

Past  experience  indicates 
normal  separations  by  quits, 
sioning,  illness,  death  and 
charges  for  cause  will  more 
take  care  of  the  planned  reduction 
and  that  the  Company  will  actually 
continue  to  hire  some  new  people 
during  these  years.  It  may  added 
that  during  the  period  from  19li-^ 
through  the  present  there  have 
been  no  lay  offs  and  a  total  of 
only  five  discharges  for  cause.

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NEW  CONTRACT  AGREEMENT 

Biggest  item  in  the  news  at  pre- 
sent for  Kahuku  Plantation  employ- 
eo3  is  the  fact  that  sugar  workers 
and  employees  have,  through  col- 
lective bargaining,  come  to  an  am- 
icable agreement  on  an  Industry- 
Union  Contract  to  run  for  the  next 
two  years.  This  situation  is  in 
marked  contrast  to  that  in  some 
other  local  industries  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  it  is  a  forerun- 
ner of  an  extended  period  of  labor 
peace  in  the  Sugar  Industry  in  the 
years  to  come,  costly'  strikes 
ing  something  that  both  the 
dustry  and  the  Workers. can  ill 
ford. 

The  new  contract  agreement  will 
embody  no  very  sweeping  changes 
for  Kahuku  workers.  Current  wage 
rates  for  the  various  labor  grades 
will  remain  in  effect  with  two 
wage  reopenings,  to  be  held  on  Ap- 
ril 30  and  December  31,  19l>9.  Pro- 
sent  rental  schedules  are  to  be 
maintained  unless  and  until  modi- 
fied by  mutual  consent  and  the 
present  Temporary  Medical  Plan 
will  be  continued  pending  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  regular  plan. 

There  are  a  number  of  minor 
changes  arid -additions  tto  £he  pre- 
sent contract,  designed  to  improve 
employee-employer  relations  in 
general  such  as  in  the  handling  of 
grievances,  temporary  transfers, 
etc.,  but  the  most  important  chan- 
ge affecting  Kahuku  Employees  is 
the  adoption  of  the  modified  job 
Classification  system  on  which  the 
Industry  has  been  working  for  some 
time  past  and  which  has  been  de- 
signed to  get  rid  of  various  :*  im- 
proper job  relationships  and  other 
flows  that  may  have  arisen  under 
the  old  system.

-In  any  case 
whore  this  committee  cannot  reach 
an  agreement  on  the  placement  of  a 
job,  it  will  be  held  for  final 
settlement  at  the  April  30,  19^9 
wage  reopening. 

Of  the  jobs  at  Kahuku  Planta- 
tion, a  number  have  been  upgraded, 
a  few  have  been'  downgraded  and 
several  new  jobs  have  been  .  added. 

Employees  whose  jobs  have  been 
upgraded  will  receive  the  rate  of 
pay  applicable  to  the  new  labor 
grade  starting. Sept.  1,  except  in 
cases  where  the  employee  is  alrea- 
dy receiving  a  red  circle  rate 
that  is  higher  than  the  new  clas- 
sification rate.  In  such  cases, 
the  employees  . old  red  circle  rate 
will  continue  to  apply. 

On  the  other  hand,  employees 
jobs  may  have  been  down  graded 
Will  continue  to  receive  their  old 
rate  of  pay  and  no  employees  rate 
of  pay  will  be  reduced  because  of 
the  installation  of  the  new  clas- 
sification system.  The  lower  rate- 
on  down  graded  jobs  will  be  effec- 
tive only  for  employees  transfer- 
red into  the  down  graded  job  after 
the  installation  of  the  new  system, 

All  Kahuku  employees  have  been 
individually  notified  of  their 
status  under  the  new  system  and 
joint  Company -Union  study  of  the 
job  set  up  is  slated  to  get  under 
way  shortly.  The  Company  is  con- 
fident that  the  new  classification 
will  prove  generally  satisfactory 
to  Kahuku  employees  and  is  looking 
forward  to  a  period  of  labor  peace

3RIGHT  LIGHTS  IN  FIELD  ONE 

In  case  any  one  has  been  won- 
dering, the  mysterious  appearance 
of  bright  lights  in  Field  "1  along 
about  midnight  do  not  indicate 
that  the  field  is  haunted  or  that 
a  group  of  insomnia  victims  has 
chosen  the  area  for  the  holding  of 
outdoor  luaus. 

Mr.  C.E.S.  Burns,  Jr.,  Planta- 
tion Manager  informs  us  that  the 
midnight  illumination  is  due  to  an 
experiment  being  conducted  by  the 
Plantation  in  cooperation  With  the 
HSPA  experiment  station  in  inhibi- 
ting the  t as sling  of  sugar  cane  by 
the  use  of  night  illumination. 

The  HSPa  Makiki  station  has  de- 
monstrated in  experiments  conduc- 
ted at  the  station  that  tassling 
can  be  completely  controlled  by  a 
nightly  exposure  of  ten  minutes 
duration  to  a  light  of  ton  foot 
candle  power  for  a  period  of  three 
months  before  and  during  the  tass- 
ling period  (consultation  with  lo- 
cal technical  experts  reveals  that 
ten  foot  candles  is  "a  pretty  bri- 
ght light.")  This  interference  in 
the  private  life  of  Kahuku  sugar 
cane  is  designed  to  irritate  it 
into  lasting  longer,  growing  big- 
ger and  producing  more  sugar  per 
acre  for  the  general  benefit  of 
all  concerned. 

The  above-mentioned  ten  foot 
candles  will  burn  in  field  #1 
nightly  for  approximately  the  next 
four  months.

The  Solemn  Blessing  and  High 
Mass  of  the  new  St.  Roch's  Church 
at  Kahuku  will  be  held  at  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  Sunday, 
October  3rd.3  with  The  Right  Rev. 
Robert  Schoofs,  Vicar  General  per- 
forming the  ceremonies.  The  High 
Mass  will  be  celebrated  for  the 
welfare  of  the  parishioners  and 
for  the  repose  of  the  souls  of  the 
deceased  members  of  their  families. 

The  early  Catholic  resident  of 
Kahuku  were  force  to  travel  a  long 
distance .  either  to  Haleaha  or 
Waialua  for  their  religious  alli- 
gations. During  the  year  of  1912, 
Mr.  Andrew  Adams,  manager  Kahuku 
Plantation  Company  turned  over  a 
house  in  New  Camp  to  the  Catholic 
people  to  be  used  as  a  church. 
Five  years  later,  February  1917, 
Reverend  Father  Martin,  pastor  of 
Kahuku  then,  dedicated  the  first 
St.  Roch's  Church.  During  the  past. 
few  years 3  it  was  evident  that  the 
church  couldn't  take  care  of  its 
parishioners,  so  in  19*+7,  Father 
Ernest  made  a  purchase  of  a  sur- 
plus building  from  the  army  and 
erected  it  as  an  annex  along  the 
left  side  of  the  church.  Still  at 
times  there  was  not  enough  room  to 
accommodate  the  Catholics.  Early 
this  year  the  Army  at  Schofield 
offered  one  of  their  chapels  (whict 
was  on  the  path  of  their  new  high- 
way) for  #10.  Father  Ernest  seeing 
the  need  of  a  large  church  ac- 
cepted the  offer,  and  Walter  Rid- 
ley contractor  at  Kawela  was 
given  the  tack  of  dismantling  the 
church  and  re-erecting  it  at  Ka*- 
huku.  After  four  months,  and  at. a 
cost  of  £19,000,  the  church  is 
ready  to  serve  its  purpose,

BC$m:  SUGGESTS  DRAFT 
A#V££0RS  m   PLANTATION 

W,  A.  Boyen,  territorial 
ctbr  of  selective  service  has 
suggested  that  where  possible,  a 
Filipino  advisor  be  selected  on 
the  plantations  to  aid  in  inform- 
ing plantation  workers  about  the 
draft  law.' 

This  suggestion  has  been  made 
by  Col  Boyen  for  the  purpose  of 
fully  informing  non-citizen  Fili- 
pino sugar  workers  about  draft  law 
provisions.  The  draft  law  provides 
that  all  non-citizens  would  be 
hereafter  debarred  from  American 
citizenship  if  they  apply  for  and 
are  granted  deferment  because  they 
are  aliens. 

The  notice  contained  in  the 
Selective  Service  System  Form  No. 
33-R111+  pertaining  to  aliens  reads  s 

Section  h  (a)  of  the  Selective 
Service  Act  of  19*+8 ,  provides  in 
part  that  "any  citizen  of  a  for- 
eign country ,  who  is  not  deferra- 
ble or  exempt  from  training  and 
service  under  the  provisions  of 
this  title  (other  than  this  sub- 
section) shall  be  relieved  from 
liability  from  training  and  ser- 
vice induction  into  the  armed 
forces,  he  has  made  application  to 
be  relieved  from  such  liability  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  and  in 
accordance  with  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  president; 
but  any  person  who  makes  such  ap- 
plication shall  thereafter  be  de- 
barred from  becoming  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,"  (Underscoring 
supplied.)  Under  other  existing 
law,  an  alien  who  is  not  a  perma- 
nent lawful  resident  of  the  United 
States  at  the  time  of  execution  of 
this  application,  thereafter  be- 
comes Barred  from  ever  making  an 
entry  for  permanent  residence  into 
the  United  States ,  including  Alas- 
ka, Hawaii,  Puerto  rtico,  and  the 
Virgin  Islands  unless  he  enters  as 
a  minister  of  any  religious  deno- 
mination or  as  a  professor  of  a 
college,  academy v   seminary,   ?r 

university.

The  primary  purpose  in  pumping 
the  water  out  of  the  pond  and  the 
swamp  is  to  improve  the  low  fields 
in  the  surrounding  areas,  and  get 
better  sugar  yields.  It  will  also 
allow  Kahuku  to  plant  cane  in 
areas  which  heretofore  have  been 
too  swampy. 

With  the  pump  in  operation  the 
largest  mosquito  breeding  grounds 
is  being  eliminated,  therefore, 
Kahuku  at  night 
more  peaceful.

The  amount  payable 
now  is  from  ^>60  to  about  $270,  de- 
pending upon  eatnings.
